The Te/aAlan/a Star Tr^k Phaser universal remote 
can be used with up to three dl^erent devices: a TV» 
a VCR. and a cable box. With the inchxled list of 
manufacturers, you can easily program the remote lo 
work with the specific TV, VCR. or cable box you 
use. After you program the remote, most or all of the 
functicna available with the original remotes are 
available with the Te/eMen/e Star Trek Phaser 
remote. 

This manual will walk you through the et^s of 
msteUing batteries, progremming. and learning the 
special features of the univecsal remote. There are

Programming Guide, to help you use the rerrtote as 
quicMy as possible, and a Mtailed Programming 
Guide, to ftilly explain how to program the remote.

Sound Effects: The 8lai Trek Phaser remote 
generates sound effects that simulate phaser sounds 
from the Star Trek TV series. 

Read Back Programmed Code: In the case that 
you lose the codes (or your devices, the rerrwte can 
read back the S^lgit codes programmed Into it for 
future reference. * 

Search for Correct Coda: If you find It difficult to 
program the rernote. the remcte can rapidly cycle 
through avaHable codes to help you find q usable 
one. 

Memory Suatain During Battery Change; While 
changing batteries in the remote, the memory will be 
retained fer upto 1 miniite without battery power. 

Substitute Devices: The TV, VCR. and cable box 
buttorts do not r^ecoessarily have to control the 
specific device (hat they are labeled tor. For 
a sample, you could have the VCR button 
programmed as a cable box, or the TV ar>d cable box 
buttons programmed as VCRs. This allows you to 
program any eombirtailon of up to three TVs. VCRs, 
or cable boxes. 

Nole: The Star Trek Phaser remote does not wdrk 
with sateJlHa systems or stereos. Ir addition, if your 
TV. VCR. or cable box Vres never capable of using a 
remote in the first place, rt won't work with the Star 
Trek Phaser.

universal remote is quick arcf simple. There are cn\y 
i easy steps. 

To Program A Davloa: 

1. Saiact the device you would Ilka to program with a 
device key (TV, VCR. or CAB). For insianca. to 
program a cable box, press the CAB device button 
once. The light on the remoto will flash once, {ft you 
are programming a TVA/CR eorr^o unit that does not 
appeal in the code bsL use the VCR code for the 
sarme brand name appliance) 

2. Press the Prog, button once. The bght on the 
remote will hash twice. 

Find the correct >digit code for your appliance 
brand in the code list in the back of this manual. If a 
brand has more than one code, the first codes are 
the latest models and the lest codes are the oldest 
models. 

4, Enter the correct 3^igit code on the number pad. 
The light will flash oi^ce for each key pressed. 

6. After you've finished entering the d^igh code, 
press the Prog* button again to lock in the code.

The ToioMania Star Tmk Phaser uoKrerssI remote 
has several special features: 

Key Swap: 

Some TVt, VCRs, and cable box cor^ole may work 
at the same lime. Por example, after you press the 
CAB or VCR buttons, the volume controls may still 
work With the television Other functions may also 
work this way. Availability of this feature varies 
depending on the type of TV, VCR, and cable box 
you use. 

Read Back Programmed Code: 

It you lose this manual, the remote can read back the 
codes you selected for TV. VCR. and cable box. so 
you can write them down and use them for future 
reference. To do tNs: 

1. Press the device key that you want the code read 
back fer. Por axampla. if you want to get the code for 
your TV. press the TV key. 

2. Press Prog. The light should flash twice. 

3. Press 1. and'then Prog. The light will flash the 
number of the first digit of the code. For instance, if 
your TVs code is 9S7, the light will flash five times. If 
a digit of code is zsro, the light wilt not flash. 
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4. Repeat last two steps to get the second an 
third digits of the TV code, dy pressing 2 and Pre< 
ter the second digit (light flashes six times) and 3 an 
Prog, for the third digit (tight fleshes seven times 
This procedure can then be repeated for your WO 
and cable box.

If you have trouble programming the remote* or can’t 
linci the correct cods in the manual, the remote can 
cycle through available codee rapidly to help you 
locate a usable code. Il is recomniended tliat this 
feature should be used only vrhen all other methods 
have tailed, as you may have to cycle through marry 
codes before you find a usabfe one.
